A NEW BOOK FIELD. 

It was only natural that while Spain held 
Cuba the literature of the island should come 
from the mother country. But Spain made it 
more than natural—she made it compulsory; 
and, as a result, for the past one hundred 
years the Cuban libraries, both public and pri¬ 
vate—and for that matter those of Central 
and South America — were almost wholly 
stocked with books that were printed at Ma> 
drid or Paris. In none of the Latin-American 
countries are there publishing houses worthy 
the name, and the better class of book and 
magazine production has therefore been of 
foreign—chiefly European—production. Spain 
controlled the Cuban book trade absolutely, 
for even French publications could only be 
shipped to the island by way of Madrid, and 
American publishers could only with the 
greatest difficulty find an uncertain way to the 
Cuban market. This is all changed now, and 
the American publisher has a new, and, if 
properly cultivated, a great field opened up to 
him in which he should be able easily and 
quickly to distance his foreign competitors. 

As every one understands, the prevailing 
language of Cuba is Spanish, and is likely to 
remain so for a century to come, if not for all 
time; but this should be no drawback, for 
American printers can cope with Spanish as 
well as they already do with other lan¬ 
guages. In fact, quite a number of American 
publishers already each year issue numerous 
books in Spanish and French; but their sale, 
confined as it was almost wholly to this coun¬ 
try, has necessarily been limited. With the 
markets of Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Philip¬ 


pines r pen to these publishers, their activity 
will no doubt be stimulated. And while the 
American publisher is printing and turning out 
books for Cuba he can have an eye to the 
still more extensive markets of Mexico, the 
Central American countries, and the republics 
of the Southern continent. 

American publishers will have an excellent 
opportunity for showing their resources 
when the National Export Exposition, to be 
held in Philadelphia from September 14 to 
November 30 of this year, is in progress, for 
during the Exposition will be held the Com¬ 
mercial Congress, attended by delegates from 
every section of the American continent. 
These delegates ought to be afforded an oppor¬ 
tunity to compare the well-executed American 
publications with the shockingly crude and 
unfinished books which have in the past been 
supplied by the publishing houses of Madrid 
and Paris, and the infinitely poorer productions 
of the presses of Havana and the city of Mexico. 
In preparing their exhibits for the Paris Ex¬ 
position, publishers should have no difficulty in 
making a suitable selection for the National 
Export Exposition in the fall. The Congress 
will be attended by nearly, if not quite, one 
thousand delegates officially appointed by 
foreign governments and duly accredited dele¬ 
gates from chambers of commerce and other 
commercial bodies in all parts of the world. 
The Latin-American countries will be espe¬ 
cially well represented—upwards of one hun¬ 
dred delegates having already made arrange¬ 
ments to be present—and the opportunity of 
making the most favorable impression on them 
should not be neglected by the American book 
trade. _ 

GOVERNMENT AUTOGRAPHS MAY 
BE SOLD. 

Acting Postmaster-General Heath is in 
a quandary over what to do with the old files 
which have been accumulating in the depart¬ 
ment. They will have to be disposed of when 
the department moves to its new home, and 
some time ago it was decided that they should 
be burned. 

Among the old files are many papers which 
contain the aut« graphs of public men, and the 
announcement that they would be burned 
brought a swarm of autograph collectors to the 
office. Then it was discovered that there was 
doubt about the power of the Postmaster- 
General to dispose of them at all without an 
act of Congress. This question is now under 
consideration by the legal advisers of the de¬ 
partment. 

If it turns out that the Postmaster-General 
has power to dispose of them, they may be 
sold at public auction at Washington, instead 
of being burned. The autograph hunters in 
the meantime will gain nothing by pestering 
the Postmaster-General, as he is determined to 
await the action of Congress. 
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THE PUBLISHING CONTRACT FOR 
“THE PRINCE OF INDIA.” 

In a recent letter E. C. Martin of McClure 5 
Magazine gives the following interesting facts 
concerning Gen. Lew Wallace’s estimation of 
his value as an author and the terms he de¬ 
manded for his novel, “The Prince of India,” 
on the strength of the phenomenal success of 
“Ben Hur:” “It is always a good deal of a 
speculation to base a publishing contract with 
an author on a previous success of his. The 
fact seems to have had interesting illustration 
in the case of Gen. Lew Wallace and his last 
novel, ‘The Prince of India.’ I was told the 
other day that when, two or three years ago, 
General Wallace had about finished the novel and 
began to negotiate for its publication, he fixed 
his desires on the neat sum of $100,000 down. 
For over ten years ‘ Ben Hur’ had been main¬ 
taining its popularity, and had reached a gross 
sale of upward of half a million copies. There 
had been from General Wallace’s pen no novel 
since. Certainly it was a case in which pub¬ 
lishers would seem to have been well warranted 
in bidding high. But $100,000! Even in these 
expensive days it looks to be a good deal of 
money. Several publishers considered the 
matter, but none of them could muster up quite 
courage enough for the venture. Finally there 
was a compromise. Harper & Bros., the pub¬ 
lishers of ‘ Ben Hur,’ took the new book, but 
not quite at $100,000 down. They agreed to 
pay $10,000 a year for ten years. For the first 
year or two, as I understand, they didn’t fare 
badly on their contract. On the strength of 
the author’s previous reputation the book sold 
largely. But latterly it has not done so well. 
Still it is not to be concluded that the publishers 
won’t emerge happily in the end, for, after all, 
‘The Prince of India' is very much liked by 
just the class of readers that gave ‘Ben Hur’ 
its enormous sale.” 


ONE OF KIPLING’S BOOKS EXCLUDED. 

Rudyard Kipling has been boycotted by the 
Sunday-school of the First Methodist Epis¬ 
copal Church of Crawfordsville, Ind. Some 
time ago the Sunday-school purchased a num¬ 
ber of new books for its library from Methodist 
publishers of Cincinnati, and as these books 
came from what was regarded as the fountain¬ 
head of pure literature, little attention was 
paid to several volumes that were thrown in 
for good measure. 

Among these was Kipling’s “ Drums of the 
Fore and Aft,” which finally came into the 
family of a man who declared that it was 
“fairly reeking with profanity, and the most 
outrageous slang.” Fortifying himself with 
numerous quotations, he went before the 
Sunday-school authorities, and as a result thd 
offending book was thrown out of the library. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

George Ade has begun writing some modern 
fables in vernacular, which will appear from 
time to time in the Chicago Sunday Herald. 

F. Marion Crawford has just begun writing 
a story, “ In Old Madrid,” the first instalment 
of which will appear in January next. Mr. 
Crawford’s biography of Pope Leo will not be 
published while his Holiness is alive. 


Mrs. Voynich, whose novel, “The Gadfly,” 
has already been printed in this country seven¬ 
teen times, arrived in New York on the 2d 
inst. The dramatization of the novel will be 
given at Wallack’s, in New York City, Septem¬ 
ber 16, with Stuart Robson as the “ Gadfly,’’and 
Marie Burroughs as the Aimzonian “Gemma.” 
Among the other striking episodes of the 
novel likely to be reproduced on the stage, are 
the passing of the mountebanks, the fight in 
the square of the mountain town, and the 
scene between father and son in prison. 

Herbert Spencer, who is now seventy-nine 
years old, wears no marks of honor in the 
form of degrees or titles, though doctors’ de¬ 
grees have been offered by at least six impor¬ 
tant universities, and orders “ pour le merite ” 
by several countries. Mr. Spencer, according 
to a writer in the Ptpular Science Monthly , has 
been prompted year after year to decline these 
various honors by the conviction that instead 
of being, as commonly supposed, encourage¬ 
ments to literature and science, they are dis¬ 
couraging. “ He contends that they constitute 
a system of inverse handicapping. In physical 
competitions it is usual to give the younger a 
certain artificial advantage when they are set 
against the elder; bui in these mental compe¬ 
titions between the rising men and the men 
who have risen, the reverse practice is followed 
—the men who have risen have an artificial 
advantage, and the younger men, who of ne¬ 
cessity have much to struggle against, have 
difficulties artificially increased by the absence 
of titles which their competitors possess.” 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The Automobile is the title of a monitoly mag¬ 
azine to be published in New Yoik. The 
editors are Sylvester Baxter and E. E. Schwarz¬ 
kopf. The first issue will be dated October. 

In October Macmillan & Co.. London, will 
publish the first number of a new quarterly to 
be called the Journal of Theological Studies. It 
will be edited by C. H. Turner, of Magdalen 
College, Oxford, with the assistance of Rev. 
Dr. Barnes, of Peterhouse, Cambridge. The 
periodical is intended not tn y for students of 
theology, but also for those who, without be¬ 
ing professed students, yet take a keen inter¬ 
est in biblical and theological studies. There 
will be an editorial committee, comprising all 
the divinity professors of the Universities of 
Oxford and Cambridge, with Dr. Robertson, 
Principal of King’s College, London, and Canon 
Armitage Robinson. 

The Bookman for September, which begins a 
new volume, will give the first of three articles 
on New York in fiction. The author, Arthur 
Bartlett Maurice, has made a study of the sub¬ 
ject for many years and has received assistance 
in identifying the places described from Will¬ 
iam Dean Howells, F. Hopkinson Smith, Bran- 
der Matthews, Richard Harding Davis, Paul 
Leicester Ford, and others. The articles will 
be entitled “ Old and Proletarian New York,” 
“About Washington Square,” “The New City 
and Suburban New York.” Luther S. Living¬ 
ston will also contribute to this number the 
initial article on “ The First Books of Some 
English Authors,” which will deal with the 
early work of Elizabeth Barrett Browning and 
Robert Browning. 
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OBITUARY NOTES. 

Col. Robert Warne Routledge, the eldest 
son of the founder of the well-known publish¬ 
ing house of George Routledge & Sons, Lim¬ 
ited, died July 23, at Thames Ditton, London. 
Colonel R >utledge became a partner on Novem¬ 
ber 9. 1858, and for over ten years was head of 
the firm. 

Sir Henry Edward Leigh Dryden, a well- 
known English antiquary and genealogist, 
died July 25, at Canons Ashby, Eng. He 
was born in 1818, and devoted himself almost 
entirely to literature and antiquarian research. 
A very unfair picture of him, easily identifia¬ 
ble, although his name was not mentioned, 
appeared in the late Locker-Lampson’s book, 
“ My Confidences." 

Charles M. Foote, of C. M. Foote & Co., 
map publishers, Minneapolis, Minn., died July 
16. Mr. Foote was born in Herkimer County, 
N. Y., September 21, 1848, and, after teaching 
school for awhile, resigned to enter a New 
York publishing house. In 1870 he went to 
Minneapolis and embarked in business on his 
own account. In 1876 he formed a partnership 
with George E. Warner under the name of 
Warner & Foote. This continued until 1886, 
when they dissolved partnership and the firm- 
name was changed to C. M. Foote & Co. 

Samuel Burnham, an old member of the 
publishing trade, died at East Orange, N. J., 
on the 4th inst. He was born at Essex, Mass., 
in 1825, and entered Phillips Academy, An¬ 
dover, Mass., intending to study for the min¬ 
istry. Failing eyesight obliged him to change 
his plans and he went to Boston, where he 
was employed for a few years by Austin Sum¬ 
ner & Co. He was then chosen secretary of 
the American Tract Society at Boston, which 
office he filled until 1869, when he came to New 
York. Here he was associated with Orange 
Judd as partner in the publication of The 
American Agriculturist. When the company 
was reorganized and incorporated as the Orange 
Judd Company in 1893 Mr. Burnham retired. 


BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

The Monthly Bulletin of the Boston Public 
Library for August (Vol. iv, No. 8) contains the 
second enlarged edition of the index to the 
pictures and plans of Library Buildings to be 
found in the Boston Pub'ic Library. The list, 
which is the work of J. L. Whitney, covers 32 
octavo pages, and will be found exceedingly 
useful by architects, librarians, and library 
building committees. 

The Buffalo (N. Y.) Public Library has pub¬ 
lished an interesting “ Descriptive Catalogue 
of the Gluck Collection of Manuscripts and 
Autographs in the Buffalo Public Library." 
The collection is largely American, its generous 
donor, the late James Fraser Gluck, having 
been fortunate in obtaining first choice from 
the large and very choice collection of auto¬ 
graph manuscripts gathered by James R. Os¬ 
good, and in securing the co-operation of a 
number of American publishers who furnished 
him, with the consent of the authors, with 
valuable manuscripts otherwise not procurable. 
Notable foreign names, however, are also rep¬ 
resented, Mr. Gluck having secured a large 


number of manuscripts from the Sir William 
Hamilton collection. The catalogue has been 
carefully compiled by Mrs. H. L. Elmendorf, 
who has reproduced those of the manuscripts 
or letters that have not already appeared in 
print, or has noted material variations from the 
printed text. A full index is added. (6-M5op. 
8 °.) 


La Bibliojilia is the title of a new monthly 
magazine for book-lovers, published by Leo 
S. Olschki, at FI rence, Italy. It is the inten¬ 
tion of the editor to confine the original con¬ 
tributions to Italian matters relating to old 
books, engravings, manuscripts, etc., and to 
only note briefly foreign matters of interest to 
book-lovers. The first issue is dated April, 
1899, and contains a fully illustrated article on 
Cesare Vecellio’s drawings and engravings for 
books on costumes and laces, by C. Lozzi. 
The editor, Leo S. Olschki, contributes an in¬ 
teresting note on autograph postille by the 
humanist, Sebastiano Serico. Notes of cata¬ 
logues, miscellaneous notes, and a list of com¬ 
ing auction sales complete the number. The 
second issue is dated May-June, and con¬ 
tains an illustrated article by the editor on 
Dtirer’s engravings apropos of an exposition of 
Diirer’s work in Rome; an illustrated paper on 
ancient playing cards, by C. Lozzi; a note on 
the first edition of Valturio, by Leo S. Olschki, 
with eight facsimiles; and a note on the first 
printer at Collio di Val Trompio, by F. Milcke. 
Book reviews, notes on catalogues, auction 
sales, and communications make up the re¬ 
mainder of this interesting number. The mag¬ 
azine is neatly gotten up, and reflects creditably 
upon the publisher and his assistants. (4 0 . 22 
francs a year.) 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

Longmans, Green & Co. will publish in 
October Rider Haggard’s “ Farmer’s Year." 

Small, Maynard & Company have just 
ready a second edition of “The Dreyfus 
Story," by Richard W. Hale. This handy 
statement of facts and law about the great 
case has been revised and brought down to 
date, and will be available and most useful for 
“ reading up ” in connection with the new trial 
of Dreyfus. 

M. O. Waggoner, of Toledo, O., formerly 
one of the most active infidels in the West, has 
been recently converted and is now a member 
of the United Brethren Church. On the even¬ 
ing of the 15th inst., at an entertainment to be 
givenby the Memorial United Brethren Church, 
he will make a bonfire of his infidel library, 
costing thousands of dollars. 

Robert Lee Taylor, of Richmond, Va., has 
printed for private circulation fifty copies of 
his paper read at a meeting of the Association 
for Preservation of "Virginia Antiquities, held 
at Laburnum, June 10 last. It is entitled 
“Some Notes on the First Recorded Vis ; t of 
White Men to the Site of the Present City of 
Richmond, Va., Saturday and Sunday, May 
23 and 24, 1607." 

The New Amsterdam Book Company has 
secured the American rights for B. L. Far- 
jeon’s new novel, “Samuel Boyd of Catchpole 
Square." The volume will be published some 
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time in September. They expect to publish 
this month “ A History of Scottish Vernacular 
Literature, from the earliest times to the close 
of the eighteenth century,” by T. F. Hender¬ 
son, co-editor with W. S. Henley of the Century 
edition of Burns’s works. 

Charles Wildermann, 5 Barclay Street, New 
York, has just published a volume entitled 
“ Kuba und der Krieg,” by Joseph Herrings, 
who went out to the island for the New York 
Staats-Zeitung, and publishes his letters with 
some revision. His special claim to consid¬ 
eration is that he was the only German corre¬ 
spondent who participated in the Santiago 
campaign from beginning to end. There are 
numerous pen-and-ink sketches in the body of 
the text. 

Fleming H. Revell Company will publish 
next month Dr. Newell Dwight Hillis’s popular 
lectures on Ten Masterpieces of Literature. The 
book will be entitled “ Great Books as Life 
Teachers.” The works on which the studies 
are based are Tennyson’s “ Idylls of the 
King.” Ruskin’s “ Seven Lamps of Architec¬ 
ture,” George E|iot’s Tito in “ Romola,” Vic¬ 
tor Hugo’s " Les Mis6rables,” Hawthorne’s 
“Scarlet Letter,” Browning’s “Saul,” Emer¬ 
son’s “ Conduct of Life,” Thoreau’s “ Walden,” 
Channing’s “ Symphony of Life,” and a study 
of the personality of James Russell Lowell as 
“ The Prophet of the New Era of Social Sym¬ 
pathy and Service.” 

G. P. Putnam's Sons will publish shortly 
“Quaint Corners of Ancient Empires,” a vol¬ 
ume which deals with ancient India, Burmah, 
and Manila, by Michael Meyers Shoemaker, 
author of “Islands of the Southern Sea.” 
They have in preparation a series of letters to 
friends in America which James Russell Lowell 
wrote from Spain when he was acting as min¬ 
ister. The volume will very likely be entitled 
“ Impressions of Spain,” and will be under the 
editorial direction of Joseph B. Gilder. They 
also announce a new series of books to be en¬ 
titled The World's Orators . The series will be 
in ten volumes, will be edited by Guy Carleton 
Lee, of Johns Hopkins University, and will 
give the history of oratory from the earliest 
times, with illustrative examples. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. will publish in a 
few weeks a book that Dr. Washington Glad¬ 
den has written to answer the query, “How 
Much is Left of the Old Doctrines;” “A Divi¬ 
dend to Labor,” by Rev. N. P. Gilman, author 
of “ Profit Sharing; ” also, “ The American in 
Holland,” by Dr. W. E. Griffis, an acknowl¬ 
edged authority on the subject. They have in 
press a “ Life of Charles Henry Davis, Rear 
Admiral,” a brilliant naval officer and a man 
of no small literary talent; “ The Life and 
Reminiscences of John M. Forbes, the well- 
known financier and conductor of important 
railway enterprises ; the “ Reminiscences of 
My Life,” by Prince Kropotkin, the famous 
Russian scientist and revolutionary, the true 
story of whose life is much stranger than 
fiction ; and two stories for young people— 
“ The Little Fig-Tree Stories,” by Mary Hal- 
lock Foote, and “ A Jersey Boy in the Revolu¬ 
tion,” by Everett T. Tomlinson, who has 
written so much and so well of Revolutionary 
times and of boys.
